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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/RestrictionsClaim Rejections 

1 . Newly submitted claim 17 is directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from 
the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: new claim 17 is directed to a method 
of minimizing light recycling, a statutorily different class of invention than those previously 
treated on the merits. 

2. Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claim 17 is withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

5. The scope of the term "semi-transparent" is unclear, rendering this claim indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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7. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Marzolin 
(WO 01/90787) in view of Koyama (USPN 6,844,280) for reasons of record in the Office Action 
dated 09/10/07 at section 6. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 03/10/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

9. In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is 
based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on 
obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so 
long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the 
time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the 
applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 
170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 

10. In the present case, as noted in the Office Action dated 09/10/07, the applied prior art 
disclose analogous inventions related to glass and coated glass useable as displays. The analysis 
in the office action employed only knowledge gleaned from the applied prior art and not from 
applicant's disclosure. Accordingly, applicant's argument has been considered, but is not found 
to be persuasive.
